Columbus, Ga., July !0.—(Spenia!.)— 
Engineer Ace A. Aikin, in charge of a 
Southern railway freight tram, standing 
on a side track at Neal, Ga., late this 
afternoon was killed by the norrhbound 
passenger train, from Columbus to At- 
lanta, as a result of the switcn being 
left unlocked. 

The southbound freight had taken to 
the siding to allow the passenger. to 
pass. Half the passenger train passed 
the switch, but the coach nex: to the 
last turned into the siding, ana dashed 
into the engine of the fretgnt train, 
forty feet away. 

Engineer Aikin was standing near the 
front of the engine, oiling it. The coach 
ran against the engine's pliot, and in 
failing back pinned him to tne ground, 
Aikin was fatally injured, although not 
mangied, and died in thirty mtnutes.

Pritchard Continued Restrain- 
ing Order in Virginia Case 


ROADS MUST FURNISH BOND

Judge Pritchard Continued Order 
Restraining Enforcement of the 
Virginia Two-Cent Rate—In 
Meantime Roads Give 
Bond—Issue Rebate 
Coupons, 


Richmond, .V4., July 10.—Judge 
Pritchard, of the United States circuit 
court of appeals, in an opinion handed 
down today continued the restraining 
order preventing the uniform 2-cent 
passenger rate as adopted by the state 
corporation commission from going in- 
to effect. 

The question is one involving the 
jurisdiction of the corporation commis- 
sion to fix the rate governing the 
operations of railroads in Virginia and 
the opinion was handed down as a re- 
sult of argument held in Asheville re- 
cently. 

The case will now be fought out on its 
merits and it is understood that no mat- 
ter how the United States circuit court 
of appeals may decide, the case finally 
will be fought out in the supreme court 
of the United States The ‘Southers, 
railway was required to furnish bond 
in the sum of $200,000, it being stated 
by an attorney for that company that 
the diminution in receipts as a result 
of the decreased rate would be $135,- 
000. The Norfolk and Western Railway 
Company furnished bond in the sum of 
$275,000. The bonds are for the protec- 
tion of the public in the event that the 
Supreme court of the United States 
finally upholds the action of the state 
corporation commission in adopting the 
2-cent rate. The railroads in question 
are no wissuing rebate coupons with 
all tickets sold at more than 2 cents 
per mile.

The fact that Chattanooga was 
anxious to make this purchase from 
Georgia was made known at the meet- 
ing of the Western and Atlantic com- 
mittee which met and organized yes- 
terday efternoon, with Alexander of 
DeKalb as chairman and Flanders of 
Johnson as secretary. 

The committee met for the purpose 
of discussing and acting upon the 
measure of Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, 
looking toward the extension of the 
State road to the sea. At this time it 
Was announced that Mayor Frierson, 
of Chattanooga, was in the office of 
Governor Smith, and wished to consult 
with Chairman Alexander of this com- 
mittee in regard to appearing before 
the committee with a view to making 
the purchase mentioned. 

The committee decided that, before 
anything could be done, it would be 
best to visit the property and examine 
it in order to be in a position to place 
@ value upon it in the event of sale.’ 

It was voted by the committee that 
Chairman Alexander should name the 
date, early next week, when the com- 
mittees will go to Chattanooga for 
this purpose. The committee seemed to

showing the moneys spent in regard to 
such legislation, and finally prohibits 
any legislator from discussing with any 
paid attorney of a corporation any pend- 
ing legislatiog. 

It is this latter clause where the hitch 
occurs. The bill has been reported fa- 
vorably by the general judiciary com- 
mittee with the recommendation that “‘it 
do pass.’’ ; 

“Bridles Free Speech,” Says Dunbar.

The other bill provided for the estab- 
lishment of a commission, consisting of 
two physicians, two lawyers, two minis- 
ters and two teachers, appointed by the 
governor, to study, both from a scientific 
and practical standpoint, the condition of 
the people in relation to the races, in an 
effort to lessen and control crime and 
disease; that an appropriation be made 
for this purpose, and a report made to 
legislature. 

A resolution from the house was con- 
curred in by the senate that the rail- 
road commission of Georgia and the 
interstate railroad commission ‘be re 
quested to investigate certain safety de- 
vices invented for the purpose of pre- 
venting wrecks, loss of life, etc., by Dr.

Political Pull, 


If the bill of Mr. Payton, of Worth, 
favoratly reported by the committee 
Cn county and county matters yester- 
day afternoon, is enacted into a law 
there will be a new methoé of estab- 
lishing state depositories.
